Richard Gray (LA) is building a Finco 400 TV antenna. Richard writes this in his first email to me: “Just a quick note 
on the progress. It's half done! It is a Finco 200-A right now. This weekend I'm going to finish the other half. 

It's VHF performance so far is better than my VIP-307 in New Orleans and far better than the VU-937SR with 
P8Z add on in Mississippi. UHF is nearly the equivalent of the Channel Master 4251 Parabolic. As | mentioned earlier, 
it's BIG! When done it'll be twice the size. 

The picture is from my place in Mississippi where it is being built. Hopefully it can make a good story for 
November or December. Will keep you informed!” 

So now it’s done and Richard writes “The Finco 400-A clone is up and running. It's huge! Right now it is in Bay 
Saint Louis, Mississippi, on the roof of my camp along with a Channel Master 4251 parabolic. 

It's physically challenging to move as it is so big and awkward! It's eight feet across and 71/2 feet high. It leaves little 
mast available when installed in an Alliance 110 rotor. 

| installed it after finishing it Saturday and was very 
surprised at its performance. It easily does the 100 mile 
_ UHF stations but the real surprise was WALA Mobile, 
| Channel 9 RF/10.1 remapped. My VU937SR with the P8Z 
plug in shows no signal from this station about 90% of the 
time and about 10% on a good day. The Finco gets this 
station at over 50%! I'm about 100 miles from WALA. 

Pensacola is about 200 miles and the stations 
come in fine. WEAR is a good test and the Finco makes it a 
reliable performer now. Aiming West, KLFY, Acadiana 
works fine as well as WBRZ, Baton Rouge! WKFK, a low 
power digital from Pascagoula, Mississippi is now a very 
reliable watcher. 

As the picture shows, the CM4251 is on the roof 
also. The Finco equals it's UHF performance. 

It's easy to see why this antenna was discontinued. 
It must have been a nightmare to get it up on a tower. In windy areas it probably was easily damaged. One of the 
patents granted to Louis Finneburgh was on making the antenna collapsible for transportation. The mechanical 
construction was incredibly complex. | reinforced a number of weak spots to keep it from twisting. It still needs to be 
painted (next weekend). | guess stacking two of these is not feasible. Also, with television stations becoming more in 
number and more powerful, the smaller antennas probably worked good enough to satisfy most watchers. 

Also, it appears counterfeiting was another problem Finco faced on this antenna. | have seen a number of 
1950's Magazine ads selling one of these type antennas but no mention of Finco or the manufacturer. 
| didn't have access to the machine shop (thanks BP) as they were working on equipment for the spill. | had to 
improvise a lot, but it has been well worth the effort. 

Once the machine shop gets caught up, | may be able to make a stronger one. If not, I'll make another just like 
this one for my place in New Orleans. The neighbors get a kick out of the CM4251 atop a VIP-307 Wade right now, so 
a Finco on the roof won't surprise them (too much).

The Digital Replacement Translator for WTSP 
in St. Petersburg, Florida is actually to be 
located between Hernando and Dunnellon. | 
don't think it will actually have any coverage in 
St. Petersburg itself. 


Similarly, KYVV-28 Del Rio, Texas has filed for 
a Digital Replacement Translator... on the 
same channel as the main transmitter... and 
licensed to the same city. However, the DRT 
is 178km (over 100 miles!) from the existing 
main transmitter. 


KYVV has also applied to move the main 
transmitter closer to the Replacement 
Translator, but if that's granted they'll still be 
88km apart. 


KWWL Waterloo, lowa has also filed for a 
Digital Replacement Translator on the same 
channel (7) as_ their main transmitter. 
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However, this one will be in a more reasonable 
location... Dubuque, which according to the 
map might be considered well within the 
coverage area of KWWL's main transmitter. 


Dubuque is probably a worst-case location 
though. (lI was there for a few minutes last 
week... and am generally familiar with the 
geography) Dubuque is along the Mississippi 
River — in the valley — shielded from the west, 
where the Waterloo and Cedar Rapids 
transmitters are. A bluff on the other side 
shields the city from the Madison, Wisconsin 
stations; in any case, all but one were UHF in 
the analog days & stood little chance of 
reaching lowa. 


In Los Angeles, KCET has announced plans to 
drop their PBS affiliation at the end of the year 
and go independent. Management cites their 
inability to negotiate a lower PBS membership 
fee. 


KCET will continue to be a non-commercial 
public TV station. (their channel is reserved by 
the FCC for non-commercial operation, and it 
is Commission policy to not remove these 
reservations unless the reservation can be 
moved to another channel in the same city.) 
They will continue to air programs obtained 
from sources other than PBS (for example, 
BBC programs) and programs produced locally 
in Los Angeles. 


|! would not be too totally surprised if this 
announcement is a negotiating tactic. There is 
some possibility an agreement will be reached 
in the next 80 days & KCET will remain with 
PBS. 


If there is no agreement, | think there's a fair 
possibility one or more of the other three non- 
commercial stations in the Los Angeles market 
will take on some of the lost programming. 
KLCS-41 and KOCE-48 share KCET's Mt. 
Wilson transmitter site and have similar — if not 
better — coverage. KVCR-26 also serves the 
LA market, though their transmitter near San 
Bernardino misses most of the Los Angeles 
area. 


The CRTC has released two lists of stations 
they expect to complete conversion to digital 
by the end of August of next year. The first list 
is a list of stations in "mandatory markets", 
markets where all stations are required to 
convert. The second list is of stations outside 
mandatory markets, but operating on channels 
above 51. 


Most stations on these lists are expected to file 
an application to go digital by the end of this 
year. However, stations in nine of Canada's 
largest cities are expected to have already filed 
their applications as of the end of *this* 


August.

According to filings with the FCC, about 18-24 inches of water got into the stations’ co-located 
transmitter building. The stations were off the air overnight on September 24 to about 4 p.m. 
on September 25 and are now operating at significantly reduced power. KOWZ-FM (licensed 
for 9.8 kW at 162 meters) and KRUE (Licensed for 100 kW at 189 meters) are using 1 kW back- 
up transmitters. The stations say the repair schedule is unknown.

My friend Bob Hawkins, Edinburgh, IN, who is CE for many FM stations, discovered that 
WWDS 90.5 Muncie, IN has been deleted by the FCC and is off the air for good. A faculty 
member at Delta High School here ran the station and did a fine job. | suspect he retired two 
years ago and there was little interest in keeping WWDS on the air. Two years ago two HS 
girls would set up CD players to play music. Then they would leave for classes. When the 
CDs came to an end, nothing but dead air for hours. Then about 1 pm they would load up 
more CDs and leave the studios. No legal IDs ever given. At 3 pm music would stop and the 
signal was never turned off. Again, no legal IDs given on the hour. At Christmas vacation, 
spring vacation, and on weekends the signal was always on the air with no IDs. Looks like 
the frequency is up for grabs if anyone wants it.@

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FCC Tees Up Initial Broadcast Spectrum 
Reclamation Moves 


FCC Chairman adds that broadcasters can be leaders in mobile 
broadband revolution

The FCC next month will take the first big 
steps toward freeing up broadcast and other 
spectrum for wireless broadband, FCC 
Chairman Julius Genachowski plans __ to 
announce at a spectrum "summit" at the FCC 
Thursday. The FCC will release a new analysis 
of the spectrum crisis, and will try to encourage 
some broadcasters to move off some of their 
spectrum and others to move into the VHF 
band. 


But FCC Chairman Julius Genachowski made 
a point of including broadcasters in his vision of 
that mobile future, telling B&C that they can still 
be leaders in a broadband revolution. Some 
however, will be expected to do that while 
sharing channels and moving from the UHF to 
the VHF dial. 


At its November 30 public meeting, The 
chairman will seek public comment on 
proposed new rules to help tee up that 
spectrum  search-and-recovery mission _ if 
Congress gives it the AOK. 


"What the commission is considering in 
November will lay the groundwork for incentive 
auctions if Congress decides to act," the 
Chairman told B&C. "We can move as quickly 
as possible so that there does not need to be a 
delay between any congressional action and 
moving forward on freeing up spectrum for 
mobile broadband." 


The FCC could auction the spectrum without 
congressional approval, and can lay that 
technical groundwork for recovery incentive 
auctions or not, but if it is to give a percentage 
of the proceeds to broadcasters as incentive to 
give up spectrum--and broadcasters will almost 
surely not volunteer to give up spectrum for 
nothing--Congress has to approve that outlay 
from the treasury. 


According to the FCC, results from a recent 
analysis indicate that there will be a 300 MHz 
spectrum shortage over the next five years (the 
FCC is trying to free up 500 MHz). 
"Subscriptions to mobile data services have 
increased by 40 percent in the latest six-month 
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period of FCC reporting, and the average 
amount of data used per mobile device has 
increased by over four times during the last five 
quarters (Q1 2009 through Q2 2010)," the FCC 
says. 


In an interview with B&C/Multichannel, the 
Chairman outlined the proposed rulemakings. 
Primarily, and as already signaled in the 
broadband plan, the commission will have to 
change rules on the allocation of the broadcast 
spectrum to allow mobile broadband use, as 
well as change the rules to allow for channel- 
sharing by broadcasters. "Those are barriers 
we need to lift," Genachowski told 
B&C/Multichannel. 


The FCC will also propose finding ways to 
improve DTV reception on the VHF band (chs. 
2-13) so more broadcasters can be moved 
there and out of the UHF band (14-51), which 
is better suited than UHF for wireless 
broadband. Of course, it is also better suited 
toDTV broadcasts, as broadcasters found 
during the DTV transition. That is why the FCC 
needs to find ways to make it more attractive. 
"UHF has characteristics that are stronger for 
mobile broadband," said Genachowski, "and 
we want to look at proposals to improve VHF 
so it is more desirable for digital broadcasting 
so that we can end up with as much UHF 
spectrum as possible released for mobile 
broadband and broadcasters being very 
comfortable with VHF." 


Also being teed up are notices to expand 
experimental licensing, which Genachowski 
says have proven to be "very successful." He 
cited the advent of cars with screens to provide 
views of what is behind them when they are 
backing up. "That actually requires spectrum, 
and during its development there was an FCC 
experimental license that accelerated [no pun 
intended] its development. 


He says given all the innovation that can and 
happen around spectrum, allowing more 
experimentation can help move ideas from the 
lab to real-world testing. "That will also help the 
FCC make decisions faster," he said, "because 
it gets on-the-ground experience’ with 


interference issues." A third notice will look at 
accelerating “opportunistic uses" like 
secondary market leasing for unused or 
underused spectrum. That will not be limited to 
the broadcast band, he says. The summary of 
the FCC's proposals talks again about the win- 
win-win nature of incentive auctions, identifying 
the broadcasters win as a Capital infusion. 
Asked whether that was all broadcasters would 
be getting out of the deal, the Chairman said it 
was not.

The Chairman told B&C the FCC is releasing 
data Thursday that shows the _ increasingly 
urgent need to free up spectrum.

"The spectrum summit is_ intended to 
accelerate progress on_ tackling spectrum 
challenges and seizing the opportunities."
